ARIZONA. 


The following sketch ofxthe Territory, 
prepared for’ the volume of Journals of] Iowa. : 
the First Legislature, by Secretary McCor- 
mick, and published therein, is of interest to 


the public generally and useful for reference: 


_ The tract of land purchased from the Mex- 
ican Government by Mr. Gadsden, under the 
treaty of December 30, 1853, and commonly 
known as Arizona, formed a part of the Mex-. 


ican State of Sonora. Tt was about 460 miles 


in length with an extreme breadth of 130 
miles, and contained nearly 40,000 square 


miles, or 25,600,000 acres. 


The new ‘Territory of Arizona embraces all 


of that purchase, except what lies east of the 
109th degree of longitude, and also a portion 
of western New Mexico, sufficient to consti- 
tute an area of 120,912 square miles, or 
77,383,680 acres: a district three times as 
large as the State of New York. 

It is included within the following parallels 
and boundaries, viz: commencing at a point 
where the 109th degree of longitude inter- 
sects the 37th degree of north latitude; thence 
south on said degree of .Jongitude to the 
boundary line between the United States and 
old Mexico; thence west on said boundary 
line to the boundary line of southeastern 
California; thence north on said boundary 
line to the 37th degree of north latitude; 
thence east on said parallel of north latitude 
to the place of beginning. 

The locality of this broad area pre-supposes 
great metallic wealth. The mountain ranges 
are the prolongation of those which southward

THE FORT GOODWIN: SCARE. 


For part of Jast month San Francisco was 
much excifed over a report that some thous- 
ands of Indians. had massacred the garrison 
at Fort. Goodwin, in this Territory. Colonel 
Cany and others, lately from here, wrote'to 
tke papers exposing the improbability of the 
affair, but it: was not until General Mason 
was heard from that. the public mind was sat- 
isfied that it had been most egregiously 
hoaxed. 

The Alia says that the report has been 
traced to a mail carrier, who probably 
wanted some excuse to pronounce the carry- 
ing of the mails here 2 very dangerous, if not 
an impracticable, business, but we can hardly 
believe it so originate]. Whoever its author 
may have been he richly deserves the halter, 
and if detected he should be hung to the 
nearest tree, for besides worrying the numer- 
ous relatives and friends of the garrison, he 
has done the Territory immense harm, and 
kindled anew the opinion abroad that we are 
ag overrun with hostile Indians that life and 
property here are wholly insecure. 

If the California people knew the Apache 
as we know him they would never for an in- 
stant credit the report of any bold movemént 
on his part. He is the greatest of cowards, 
and never fights excopting he has every ad- 
vantage. There is not harmony sufficient in 
his own ranks to admit.of anything like a 


. formidable movement against any fort in the 


Territory. Instead of two thousand warriors 
(as reported) uniting under any circumstanc- 
es, we have seldom if ever heard of a union of 
two hundred. Our oldest pioneers and ex- 
plorers say that a combination of one hundred 
or of fifty warriors is very difficult, and that 
parties of more than one hundred are rarely 
Iniown. `

Gila, and in proximity to the worst Apaches, 
avery doubtful policy has been pursued for 
some months past. If we'are correctly in- 
formed the barbarians have been freely ad- 
mitted to the fort or to its immediate vicini- 
ty, and regularly fed without any attempt to 
detain them. If the design has been to get 
them upon a reservation it has been strange- 
ly carried out. To feed an Apache and let 

- him return to his people is to strengthen him 
for» fresh treachery. Every, Apache fed 
should have beer made to know that he was 
to remain upon the réservation. 

A military reservation at Fort Goodwin, 
upon which to place any members of the na- 
tion that may prefer peace to war, would be 
a good thing if established upon the true the- 
ory that to permit the return of a single In- 
dian to his nation while at war with us would 
be disastrous, but upon the plan which seers 
to be in favor at that post, or to have been 
heretofore, a reservation would simply be an 
agency for the henefit of our common enemy. 
We trust that Colonel Wallen will see to 
it that a new leafis turned over at this im- 
portant post. No Apache should be allowed 
near it unless with the understanding that 
he is to go upon a reservation from which he 
cannot escape while asingle member of his 
race is at war with the whites. 

A correspondent of the Call, writing from 
Fort Goodwin, under a late date, says: 


Seven hundred rations per day of wheat or corn 
and beef areissued to Apaches atthis post. These 
Indians are Sierra Blancas and Coyoteros. 

He adds: 

Until lately, the Indians did not steal from this 
post; now, ifa mule, beef or horse strays from 
the herd one night, before the morning dawns it 
is exercising the digestive organs of the “Lo” 
family. Apaches are like many of our own hue, 
they don’t bear acquaintance. In diplomacy, or 
what is vulgarly called 
unrivalled.

` OPIUM IN ARIZONA. 

Emanuel Weiss, of New-York, who has 
been mych in the oriental countries; and is 
familiar with the cultivation of opinm, has a 
plan for colonizing a number ‘Gréek families 
in the lower part of Arizonk, and éntering 
largely into the production of that drug. The 
following is one of several cbmmunications 
addressed by him to the Governor: E 


Hon. R. C. McCormick. 


Sir=—Over four hundred millions of human 
beings are addicted to the use of opium in 
the Eastern hemisphere. China reéeived; in 
1861, 90,000 chests of opium from. British 
India, and a good denl from Turkey. That 
Year we received from China over $11,000,000 
worth in tea, silk and sundries, which were 
paid for as follows: 36 per cent, in 6 months 
sight drafts on England, against trans-Atlan- 
tic shipments; 10 per cent. in foreign goods, 
paid in the same way, (Smyrna opium); 1¢ 
per cent. in Mexican silver, paid chiefly in 
raw cotton.; 22 per cent. in domestic cotton 
tloth; 18 per cent. in provisions, ginseng, 
mercury and sundries (among which, $80,000 
in California gold,) 

-~ From this statement is seen that 60 per 
cent. of our China trade consists of an indi- 
rect exchange of goods with the Celestials.

True, the produce of slave labor was a 
great stimulus to our trade and navigation, 
but then opium is the very hfe of England’s 
commercial supremacy in the far east, and, 
for this reason, the Queen’s government in 
india retains also the opium monopoly, though 
ofall the late East India Company’s monopo- 
lies, it is the most objectionabie. 

Percera, in his Opera Medica, says: “Opium 
as undoubtedly the most important and valu- 
able remedy; for other medicines we have 
one or more substitutes, but for opium we 
have none, at least in the large majority of 


the | cases in which its peculiar and benefical in-! 


fluence is considered.” Opium smoking is 
not more detrimental to the human frame 
jthan the use of tobacco, and, better still, 
opium smoking is a preservative against 
drinking liquors. Yet, admitting opium to 
be the curse zealots and anglophobes make it 
appear, still these very parties in the inter- 
ests of humanity, if not for political and com- 
merciai considerations, ought to foster a com- 
petition which necessarily will lead to the 
destruction of the hated British monopoly, 
and further still, too, when the English and 
Scotch transcendentalists find out that opium 
is about playing out. 

Mineral wealth often proves unproductivé 
fur want of agricultural development, and, on 
the other hand, agriculture and colonization 
only will prosper where products of exchange

Unlike the cultivation and the ginning of 
cotton, which takes the whole year and often 
more, too, opium takes but three months and 
a-half, leaving so ample time for the cultiva- 
tion of cereals, fruits, wine and oil, and for 
the raising of sheep and cattle. An acre of 
poppy yields about 120 pounds of merchant- 
able opium, of 934 to 10 per cent. morphine. 
Two families of ten persons, with but two 
able field hands, can put ten acres of poppies 


. | under cultivation, sowing in two acres at a 


time, at a week or ten days interval, which 
can be done—the poppy blossoming for two 
months in Arizona. 

The colonial government in Hindostan 
pays to the producers $150 the chest of 140 
pounds of opium; in upper Egypt I ascertain- 
ed, on the spot, the cost of production of this 
drug amounts but to 60 cents, (gold), and in 
Anatoly (Asia Minor,) to about 75 cents the 
pound. . 

To secure to the enterprise a quick devel- 
opment and speedy success, the operations 
ought to be entered upon with a number of 
Greek families from Magnesia, in the great 
opium district of Asia Minor. These people 
understand, also, the cultivation and the 
curing of figs and raisins, and the production 
of olive oil, wine and silk, The terms to be 
offered to such emigrant laborers to be:

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CHARACTER OF LINCOLN. 


To his character, Lincoln was through and 
throtighan American. He is the first native 
of the rekion west of the Alleghanies to at- 
tain to the highest. station; and how happy 
it is that the man who was brought forward. 
as the natural outgrowth and first fruits of 
that region should have been af- unblemished 
purity in private life, a good son, a Rind hus- 
band, a most affectionate father, and, as a 
man, 50 gentle to all. As to integrity, Doug- 
las, his rival, said of him. “Lincoln is the 
honestest. man I ever knew.” 

The habita of his mind were those of medi- 
tation and.inward thought, rather than of 
action. He excelled in logical statement, 
more than in executive ability. He reasoned 
clearly, his reflective judgment was good, and 
his purposes were fixed; but, like the Ham- 
i let of his only poet, bis will was tardy in ac- 

tion; and for this reason, and not from 
humility or tenderness of feeling, he some- 
times deplored that the duty which devolved 
on him had fallen to the lot. of another. He 
was skilfnl in analysis; discerned with pre- 
cision the central idea on which a question 
turned, and knew how to disengage it and 
present it by itself in a few homely, strong

toalill. He delighted to express his opinions 
į by apothegm, illustrate them by a parable, 
: or drive them home by a story. 
Lincoln gained a name by discussing ques- 
tions which of all others, most easily lead to 
| fanaticism; but he was uever carried away 
by enthusiastic zeal, never indulged in ex- 
travagant language; never hurried to support 
extreme measures, never allowed himself to 
be controlled by sudden impulses. During 
the progress of the election at which he was 
chosen President, he expressed no opinion 
that went beyond the Jefferson’ proviso of 
1784. Like Jefferson and Lafayette, he had 
faith in the intuitions of the people, and read 
those intuitions with rare sagacity. He knew 
how to bide his time, and was less apt to be 
in advance of public opinion than to lag be- 
[hind. He never songht to electrify the’ pub- 
lic by taking an ‘advanced position with a

overawed him. In judging of character he} 


failed in discrimination, and his appointments 
were sometimes bad; but he readily deferred 


ence of Congress. 


A good President will secure unity to his 
administration by his own supervision of the 
various departments, Lincoln, who accepted 
advice readily, was never governed by any 
member of his cabinet, and could not be 
moved from a purpose deliberately formed ; 
but his supervision of affairs was unsteady 
and incomplete; and sometimes, by a sudden 
interference transcending the’ usual forms, he 
rather confused than advanced the public 


;vegard due to the relative rights of Congress, 

lit waa so evidently without design that no 
conflict could ensue, or evil precedent be es- 
tablished. Truth he would rective'from any 
one; but, when impressed by otters, he did 
not use their opinions till by reflection he 
had made them thoroughly his own. 


It was the nature of Lincoln to forgive. 
When hostilities ceased, he who had always 
sent forth the flag with every one of its stars 
in the field, was eager to receive back his re- 
turning countrymen, and meditated “some 
new announcement to the South.’ ‘The 
amendment to the constitation abolishing 
slavery had his most carnest and unwearied 
support. During the rage of war we geta 
glimpse into his sout from his privately sug- 
gesting to Louisiana that “in defining the 
franchise some of the colored people might 
be let in,” saying: “They would probably 
help, in some trying time, to come to keep 
the jewel of liberty in the family of freedom.” 
In 1857 he avowed himself “not in favor of” 
what he improperly called “negro citizen- 
ship:” for the constitution discriminates be- 
tween citizens and electors, Three days be- 
fore his death he declared his preference that 
“the elective franchise were now conferred 
on the very intelligent of the colored men 
and on those of them who served our cause 
as soldiers ;” but he wished it done by the 
States themselves, and he never harbored the 
thought of exacting it from a new govern- 
ment as a condition of its recognition. 

The last day of his life beamed with sun- 
shine, as he sent by the Speaker of this House 
his friendly greeting to.the men of the Rocky 
mountains and the Pacific slope; as he con- 
templated the return of hundreds of thous- 
ands of soldiers to fruitful industry; as he 
welcomed in advance Immndreds of thousands 
of emigrants from Europe; as, his eye kindled 
with-enthusiasm at the coming wellth of the 
nation. .And so, with these thoughts for his 
country, he was remored from-the -toils’ and 
temptations of this life and, was, at: peace

DISCOVERY OF SILVER IN NEVADA. 


From the Annual Report of the Surveyor 
General of Nevada for 1865, we obtain this 
interesting statement: ` 

Tn 1852, H. B. and E. A. Grosch, or Grosh, 
(sons of A. B. Grosh, a Universalist clergy- 
man of considerable note, an editor of a Uni- 
veisalist paper at Utica, New York,)} educated 
metallurgists, came to, the. then Territory, 
and the same or the following year engaged 
in placer mining in Gold Cañon, near the 
site of Silver City, and continued there until 
1857, when, so far as I can learn, they first 
discovered silver ore, which was found in a 
quartz vein (probably the one now owned by 
the Kossuth Gold and Silver Mining Gompa- 
ny), on, which the Grosi brothers had a lo- 
cation. Shortly after the discovery, in the 
same year,one of the brothers accidentally 
wounded himself with a pick, from the eE] 
fects of which he soon died, and the other) 
brother went tọ California, where he died!

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CALIFORNIAN WINE. 


The ‘establishment. of winemaking- on 2 
profitable business basis in California does 
not prove so easy an affair as was anticipated 
eight years ago. The, brilliant hopes that . 
led to the wine fever have not ‘been realized. 
The multiplication of vineyards, the increase 
of grapes, the fall of their value dn ‘the4mar- 
ket, the cost of casks, the wine tax, the ex- 
penses of keeping and shipping wine, and the 
lack of facilities for selling to eastern ‘con- 
sumers, have presented unexpected obstacles 
to wine growers. Some have become sô dis- 
heartened that they prefer tosell their grapes 
at almost any, price,asin Los -Angeles, for 
one seas6n the crops of Jarge ‘vineyards were 
sold at half a cent per pound. ‘But the mar- 
ket is glutted from August to November, in- 
clusive, with table grapes, and @rine-making 
isin many vineyards necessary as ‘the only 
alternative if the grapes are not to go to rot. 

Disheartening as has been the experience 
of many wine-growers, especially of those 
who engaged in it without proper knowledge, 
the business is gradually improving. The 
men now in it are Jearning to cultivate their ` 
vineyards in a better style, and the new yine- 
yards are planted in places peculiarly favora- 
ble to the vine. The market is better un- 
derstood, and better prices are obtained. Ar 
the vines advance in age, atleast fur tle 
first few years, they produce wine of purer 
flavor. More important, however, than all 
these, is the fact that the wine-zrowers are 
learning how to manage their wines 5o that 
the fermentation shall reach the proper 
stage, and not go a step beyond it. So far as 
quality is concerned, it may safely be said 
that the production of wine in California is a 
decided success. We cannot afford, because 
of the high interest of money, to keep -the 
bulk of our wine so Jong as it is kept in Eu- 
rope; but when we take age into considera- 
tion, we can safely compare our wines gener- 


* 


ally with those of France or Germany. The 


proportion of bad wines there, at the same 
age, is as great as itis here, and probably 

reater. Some of our brands are anquestion- 
ably very good, and the average excellence of 
our wine exported is equal to theaverage ex- 
portation of France, though different m fla- 
vor. 

Our soils and climates have so many varie- 
ties that they produce wines to corres- ' 
pond with nearly all of the favored brands of 
Europe. The Port made at Anaheim, San 
Gabriel and Los Angeles, is far superior to 
the imported stuff usually drank in the 
United States as imported “ Port” The, 
plain red wine, made from the overripe grapes 
of Anaheim and Cocomongo, is a parallel to. 
Burgundy. The light red and white wines’ . 
of Sonoma, Napa, Solano and the Sierra Ne. 


vada, are_rivals of Hock and Glaret. “Wie 


Catawha, Museaf, and other foreign grapes, 
furnish drinks similar tó the sweet wines of 
southern Europe. Our sparkling wines, 
though so new that they are scarcely known 
iñ out own ‘metropolis, are far better than 
most-of the genuine champagnes from the 
vineyards of France and the crab-apple or- 
chards of New Jersey, The consumptiun of 
foreign wines is larger in this State, in pro- 
portion to its population, than any other in 
the Union, Lut that ot native wine is still 
greater, and is increasing steadily. In New 
York and Boston there are houses exclusive- 
ly occupied with the sale of California wines, 
and their business is rowing. The wine- 
growing interest of California has a brilliant 
prespect in the future, although its progress, 
for a few years, may be slow.—Alta Californ-

‘CLIMAÑE OF NORTH AMERICA. 


“An interesting “papen was recently read in 
New York, before one:of the sections of the 
Association for the Adyancement of Science 
and Art, Gooper Institute, by J. Disturnel], 
on theinfluence of clitpite. In the course of 
his remarks he gave the, results of meteoro: 
logical observstions; as far as: they could be 
collected, for the past 300 years. The oldest 
record wa obtained from the learned men 
connected with the Bishop’s Palace in Que- 
bec. Here records have been preserved of the 
change: of weather, temperature, etc., from 
the time of Jacques Cartier (1535-36) to the 
present period. ° 

From these long-continued observat‘ons, 
although at times irregular, the following 
conclusions wert arrived atin regard-to the 
temperature of the vicinity of Quebec, 46 
deg. 50-min. north latitude. On carefully 
comparing the meteorological observations 
made in the sixteenth and seventh centuries 
with those,of the middle of the nineteenth 
century, it is easily to be understood that the 
climate of Canada—at least the neighborhood 
of Quebec—isabout the same as it was 300 
years ago. Then, three or four feet of snow ; 
now, at least as much; the first snow falling 
the first fortnight of November; navigation 
on the S% Lawsence, between Quebec and 
Montreal, interrupted by ice-in the last week 
in November, and opéning toward the end of 
April—five months closed on an average. 
The apple, cherry and plum trees blossoming 
the last half of May and beginning of June; 


respect. nothing appears changed, and the 
clearings and improvements made until now 
have had a yery little influence in the present 
temperature of Canada. ` : 
On comparing-the observations relating to 
Philadelphia, for the past 60 years, it seems 
that the seasons embracing embracing the 
whole year are somewhat warmer than they 
were at the time of the early settlement. of 
the country, or since trustworthy records 
have been kept. -F ‘ 
The mean annual temperature of Philadel. 
phia, for the Jast 60 years, are as follows: 
From 1800 to 1809 average 51deg. 80min. Fahrenheit. 
From 1810 to 1819 average 5Ideg. 70min. Fahrenheit 
From 1820 to 1829 average 52deg 70min. Fahrenheit 
From 1530 to-1839 averuge 52deg. 00min. Fahrenheit. 


From- 1040 to 1149 average 52deg 70min. Fahrenheit. 
From 1850 to 1559 average 53deg. 00min. Fahrenheit, 


The coldest year was 1816, being a mean 
of 49 degrees Fahrenheit, and the warmest 
1858, being 54 degrees; making a variation 
of 5 degrees Fahrenheit. Thus the mean an- 
nual temperature of Philadelphia may be 
said to have increased during a period of 60 
years, about 114 degrees Fahrenheit. 


THE CALIFORNIA VOLUNTEERS. 


Captain Wm. Governeur Morris, formerly 
Adjutant Second California Cavalry, and late 
Captain and A. Q. M., U. S. volunteers, de- 
livered on address before the Society of Cali- 
fornia Volunteers, at its First Annual Cele- 
bration,- at San Francisco, April 25th last, 
of which we have received a copy in pam- 
pllet form. He says: 


“ The idea of the formation of this Society was 
a good one, and if properly carried ont, may re- 
sult in many beneficial results. It dates its exis- 
tence from the 2d day of January of the present 
year, and its objects can readily be gathered from 
the language of the preamble, which reads as fol- 

ows: ’ 

“We, the undersigned, having been officers of 
the California volunteers in the service of the 
United States during the past four years, and 
deeming it honorable and worthy of commemo- 
ration to have served our country in its hour of 
peril,“ and being desirous of perpetuating the 
friendship and ties engendered during that period, 
and of cultivating social intercourse in the future, 
do form oursclyes into an association and adopt 
the following constitution.’ ” 


He sketches the military movements jn 
California at the beginning of the war, and 
gives high and deserved praise to Generals 
Sumner and Wright. He says: 


“California, during the late war, furnished more 
troops for the Federal Goyernment, than the ef- 
fective strength of the regular army consisted of 
at the breaking out of therebellion. Byreference 
to the last report of the Adjutant General of this 
State, late Colonel George S. Evans of the Second 
California Cayalry, who has carried into the organ- 
ization of the State Militia, his correct and well 
deserved experience in the service; it will be 
found that California raised as soldiers, rank and 
file, sixteen thousand two hundred and thirty-one 
men; of this number, five hundred were credited 
to the quota of Massachilsetts, men being sent 
from here as substitutes for drafted men there. 
Had I been Governor of California, they never 
should have left this coast as such.an organization, 
Massachusetts should have filled her ranks at 
home and not come here to recruit. 


“Of the troops thus raised may be classified as | 


follows, bearing in mind that the total are all the 
enlistments during the war, it being impossible 
without much research to determine the exact 
number of commissioned officers, so the aggre- 
pue cannot be given. I should judge that at 
east eight hundred officers have been commis- 
sioned. The figures refer to the rank and file:

- Captain Morris then gives s synopsis of the 
Indian scouts made “in New Mexico‘and Ari- 
zona by the volunteers; together with an ac- 
count of the establishment and prosperity of 
the Navajo reservation at the Bosque Redoa- 
do. He alludes to the eminent services of 
Generals Canby, Carleton, Connor and Mason. 


He nobly commends the volunteers, says 
they should meet every respect now that they 
have returned to civil life, urges the training 
of the State militia, pitches into those who 
réfuse the disbanded volunteer political pref- 
erment, overhauls the late Legislature of Gal- 
fornia, gives it a kick, complirsents Governor 
Low, General Drum, and Acjutant General 
Evans, hits the radicals, and closes his spicy, 
but somewhat ‘tiscursive address, with a 
warm_tribute to the memory of General 
Wright, of whom he says: ` 

“ That so good and pure a man should have en- 
emies would seem passing aanne; but gince there 
was one fonnd to betray Him who died to saye 2 
world of sin,s0 were there those who conspired 
to overthrow General Wright, and kave him de- 
prived of his command, The Judas Iscagiots are 
known. Posterity and the faithful historian ‘will 
do this noble man justice; and the monument to 
his memory, which our last Legislature failed to 
authorize the construction of, will yct be raised 
upon its pedestal by the grateful State of Calitor- 
ma. See that you all enact your part in having 
this done. . 

4t Your attention has been caled to the peace 
and uneximpled prosperity of this State during 
the recent rebellion. The whole indebtedness is 
due to the masterly, energetic and, thoughtful pol- 
icy inaugurated at the commencement of the war, 
and steadily adhered to, by General Wright. 

`“ He had the implicit confidence and trust of 
our martyred President, The policy pursued 
here was approved by him, and dictated, I might 
say, by his own hand. I fain would read you an 
autograph letter from President Lincoln to Gen- 
eral ‘Wright, aletter that would forever silence 
the vile slanderers who traduced him during life, 
but it is not here; where is it? floating unseen 
upon the broad expanse of the Pacific; where the 
eye of the Almighty rests alone upon it. When 
treason was most odious here, and blatant traitors 
were becoming offensive to Union men, loud were 
the denuneiations of General Wright. But that 
stern, grave old soldier, stood at the head of this 
Department, knowing the reets, shoals and quick- 
sands that threatened to engulph him, and nobly 
piloted the State into a harbor of safety and peace- 
ful quiet, Never until the secret history of the 
war is written will the peopie of California know 
how much they owe to him. His death was a na- 
tion’s loss.” 

” As a whole the address of Captain Morris 
is a fervent and appropriate recognition of the 
services of the Colifornia volunteers, of whom 
we have repeatedly said, that while they 
were not permitted to take part in the ex- 
citing battles in the East, they performed a 
patriotic and important work upon the fron- 
tier, and New Mexico and Arizona are much 
in their debt. ,In the first volume of the 
MINER we begana record of their services, 
but as the facts and figures to continue it 
could not then be had, we trust our copious 
extracts from the address of Captain Morris 
will be taken as a completion of the work we 
then projected. 

Better men than most of the California 
volunteers proved themselves to be have nev- 
er carried the old flag to victory. In most 
instances, prompted to leave their comforta- 
ble homes and profitable callings by a patri- 
otic sense of duty to their country, they 
were animated by the ngblest motive, and if 
they did not subdue the Apache, they made 
him feel their power, and did all they could 
in view of the red-tape with which they 
were constantly bound, and the obstacles 
which in New Mexico and Arizona are form- 


idable to all other thar native troops.

We regret to 
hear that several of our early settlers, whose 
names were not put in the list of charter 
members, feel that they were slighted. Cer- 
tainly, there was no thought of slighting 
them on the part of those who who were ac- 
tive in getting up the Society. The number of 
members was fixed at sixty-three, that being 
the year in which a man must have entered 
the Territory in order to belong to the Socie- 
ty: Of course all pioneers could not be made 
charter members, and,the list is larger than 
usual in societies. No sensible man will, upon 
refiection, think any less of the Society or its 
objects, because he is not a charter member. 
He can be as well, or better, identified with 
the Society as an active member, and if he 
has an interest in the history of the country, 
he will be glad to be connected with it and 
to help iton. Those persons bearing date of 
residence in Arizona prior to 1860, may be 
honorary members of the Society. The Pio- 
neer Society of California has become such 
an honorable and useful institution that all 
pioneers of that State wish to be connected 
with it.

Revenve Stamps.—it has been generally 
supposed that legal instruments are not valid 
unless they have the prescribed revenue 
stamps upon them, but Judge Hoar, of the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts, one of the 
most eminent jurists in the land, has decided 
that this is not the case. The decision is of 
interest and importance in Arizona, where it 
has, at times, been impossible to get stamps, 
and many papers have been executed and 
recorded without them. The New Bedford 
Mercury says: > 


“In a case before the Supreme Judicial 
Court in Taunton, yesterday, the question of 
the validity of a deed to which no revenue 
stamp was affixed, was raised. Judge Hoar 
unhesitatingly decided that the absence of 
the stamp does not invalidate the deed. He 
questioned whether Congress go intended in 
framing the Internal Revenue law, but“was 
clear in the opinion that a statute of the 
United States undertaking to invalidate an 
instrument whìch by the laws of the State is 
valid, would be unconstitutional. The Gov- 
ernment may exact a penalty for failure to 
affix a stamp, but cannot make void the in- 
strument for the lack of the stamp.” -

Direct Roan tro Sxcrt VAaLLEY.— One 
of the improvements most needed in this 
county is the opening of a direct wagon road 
from Prescott to Skull Valley. The present 
road, around Mint Valley and the Granite 
Mountain, is a good one, but it is from fifteen 
to twenty miles longer than a direct road 
would be. The trails to Skull Valley are 
not over fifteen to sixteen miles, and Messrs. 
Short, Miller and Ehle, appointed a commit- 
tee by the Board of Supervisors, have looked 
out a way between them which is said to be 
as short and over which a good wagon road 
may be made at a small outlay of money, say 
the work of ten men for thirty days: Their 
report has been submitted to the Supervisors 
and will we trust be promptly acted upon 
at the next meeting of that body. The set- 
tlers in Skull Valley, and many persons in 
Prescott are willing to give their time or to 
subscribe for the immediate opening of this 
road, so that the expense to the-county will 
be light, although if it were heavy we believe 
the people would cheerfully pay the tax for 
such a road is greatly desired, and must be a 
great benefit to the county. It will reduce 
the time of trayel by trains from Wicken- 
burg and La Paz at least a day, if not two.

Governor Barior.—It may not be known 
to many of our readers that at the beginning 
of the rebellion Arizona wi a Goverrior ap- 
pointed by the Confederate powers, as well 
as a Delegate at Richmond. Neither of 
these officials have been seen since the arrival 
of Governor Goodwin, in 1863. A clerk in 
the Confederate war department has lately 
published a journal of the war as seen from 
his stand point, in which appears the follow- 
ing curious item: ’ 

October 18, 1861.—Governor Baylor, ap- 
pointed Governot of Arizona, sent an order 
some time since to assemble the Apaches un- 
der pretence of a treaty—and when they 
came to kill every man of them, and self 
their children to pay for the whisky. This 
order was sent to the Secretary, who referred 
it to General Sibley, of that Territory, to as- 
certain if it were genuine, To-day it came 
back from General Sibley, endorsed a true 
bill.

Tae Yuma Mining Company, noticed some 
time since, is about to begin operations, and those 
concerned are said to have great expectations.

Fourtu or Jury.—Weare glad that this the 
chief of American holidays is to be celebrated in 
Prescott this year with becoming demonstrations. 
It has always been a proud, day to the American. 
Now that the old flag has passed safely through 
the fires of domestic war, and is more glorious 
and invincible than ever, it should be observed 
with fresh and heartfelt honors. Peace reigns in 
the land, and stirred with new life and power the 
States haye a brilliantand happy future before 
them, while the Territories must partake of the 
new order of things, and all the people should 
rejoice. What it is proposed to do in Prescott on 
the Fourth is elsewhere stated, and we hear that 
the miners and tanchmen from all the region 
around are coming totown. We hope nothing 
will happen to mar the full enjoyment of the day. 


Ir it is possible for the San’ Francisco pa- 
pers to err about matters here, they succeed 
in doing so. The Call, in alluding to the 
Apaches, says: 

“Tyo or three hundred soldiers in the 
Territory, so far as Indian fighting is concern- 
ed, are just as good as three times as many 
thousands.” i 

The editors’ knowledge of the area of Ari- 
zona should have shown him the folly of such 
a statement. Two or three hundred soldiers, 
if on the march all the time, could not get 
over all the Indian country in a year. 


Tue Laws.—Frequent applications are 
made to the office of the’Secretary of the 
Territory for copies of the laws for the use of 
the county officials. Whenever a new officer 
is appointed he writes.for a supply, and the 
section of chapter one, of the Howell Code, 
requiring officials, upon leaving office, to turn 
over the laws to their successors, seems 
wholly disregarded. The Code and the Acts 
for 1864, in book form, were long since sent 
to every county officer in the Territory, as 
were the Acts of 1865, in newspaper (MINER) 
form; théy are not yet:ready in book form.
